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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 -325 are allowed. 

2. Applicant has submitted for the record a copy of the computer code used to 
implement the invention. 

3. Final drawings must be submitted, in particular Figure 1 . 

4. At the attorney's request the Examiner has made an examiner's amendment to 
claim 43, last feature, changing the word "order" to "gift". 

4. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant has claimed a novel feature of linking waybill signals generated by 
a courier (shipping apparatus) with packing list signals in an integrated system to carry 
out shipping. 

The closest prior art is Spector (US 5,870,718 A) which discloses a user 
composed greeting and a gift certificate delivered vial email over the internet in one 
composite card. Spector does not teach linking waybill signals with packing list signals 
to carry out shipping. 

In a telephone conversation with the attorney on 6/25/2004 the attorney stated 
that the essential features of the invention claim 1 were repeated in all independent 
claims, although in slightly different language.
